He (Lord Birkenhead) and 
volleagues formerty belonging to Lord Satisbury"s party ‘were not 
ashamed of the regotiations or proposals they had made. If the 
proposals were accepted, they would not merely welcome them, but 
would challence criticism. He was onaware that apsthing had 
bappened to justify the belief that weeks would elapse before. an 
aaswer would be received. , 


Lord Birkenhead, continuing, said that if the proposals were! 


accepted the Government would recommend them to Parliament. 
If the proposals failed to obtain the support of Parliaments, they 
would conaider whether the necessary support was likely to be 
forthcoraing elsewhere. 


The Marquis of Crewe said that Lord Birkenhead’s gpeech} 


suggested that the Government had gone fortber thar conversations 
to discover the basis of a conference, and hud saggrsted definite 
terms for acceptance or refusal. 

Lord Birkenhead replied that the document which the Cabinet 
psd sanctioned was in existence and had been corsmunicated to 
representatives of Soutbern Ireland, which made slain what were 
the proposals for a settlement for which the Government was willing 
to take responsibility and submis to Parliament, but no definite take- 
or-lenve terms had been presented. of

000 has been appropriated for the 
Bureau of Pubjic Health, The 
sum of $528,670, will be appro- 
priated for the Bureau of Publie 
Works.

The cocoon trade also suffered 
from wet atmospheric conditions, 
the third crop marketed being 
of exceptionally poor quality. 
Money hasbeenplentiful through- 
out the year. Hongkong notes, 
which weresat a discount at 
the beginning of the year, re- 
gained their face value in 
March, and at the end of 
the .year commanded a Li per 
cent. premium, mainly on account 
of the increased importations of 

foreign goods, especially rice. 
Rexenue.-- The revenue collect- 
‘ed at the Maritime Custom House 
(opium duty and likin excepted) 
is the second highest on record; 
all headings share in theiacrease, 
which is Hk. Tis. 82372, or 60 
per ceot above the previous 
year’s Sgures, and the total falls 
short of tne record collection of 
1916 by only some Ak. Tls. 9,000. 
Considering the difficulties under 
which trade on inland waterways 
‘thas beer conducted. tbe Native 
Castoms revenue is distinctly 
satisfactory and shows only a 
(smal) decrease when compared 
with the total collection for 1919. 
Foreign Goods.—The value of 
foreign imports for the period 
under review totals Hk. Tis.

black tea, sugar cane, and turaipe 
have all risen considerably 
Fresh eggs have improved from 
472,360 to 714,800 pieces, while 
figures for garlic have also grown 
eteditably. Prepared tobacco and 
fresh vegetables show a slight 
drop. The chief decrease is that 
of guory bags. which in 1919 
were exported to the extent of 
153,490 pieces, against 11,589 
pieces in tha year under review. 
Although otherwise there are fow 
decreases, the difference since 
the previous year in the export 
of this commodity is more 
phenomenal than’ any of the in- 
creases. This is due to the fact 
‘that shipments now go to Hong- 
tkong by other channels instead 
of by steamer and thus reap the 

| advantage of a lower tariff. 

Miscellaneous.—The Sunning 
Railway continued its operations 
successfully throughout the year, 
and the hazardous vature of 
transport by water ig reflected in 
the increased number of passen- 
gers carried by this route. The

a considerable outlay of capital 
if continued success is to be the 
lot of the company.

Pare Obstruction. 


Tha following observations by 
the Commissioner of Police appear 
in the Shanghai . Municipal 
Gazatte, . 

When street unions were first 
formed locally during the latter 
half of 1929 there were bopes that 
vhey would be carried on some- 
what on the lines of ratepayers” 
associations which are established 
in European countries, and that 
the promoters would, by construc- 
tive criticism and by educating 
their members, endeavor to asaist 
the authorities in the manage 
went of Municipal affairs. The 
delusiveness of euch hopes has 
been proved whenever a serious 
question, such as the licensing of 
tice shops, has arisen. During 
the shortage of 1920, when rice 
reached the unprecedented price 
of $16 per piccl, the street unions 
were loud in their condamnation 
of profiteers and smugglers and 
alleged dishonest practices on the 
part of loca] rice dealers. The 
following translation of an article, 
which appeared in the Chinese 
newspaper Hsin Shun Pao of July 
10, 1920, shows the attitude of the 
street unions at that time:— 

“The Amalgamated Association 
of Street_Unians has written t 
the Chinese Genera! Chamber of 
Commerce, stating that, owing to 
the dearness of sice, a ricesupply 
committee was inaugurated in the 
premises of thé Chamber of Gom- 
merce and two representatives 
fram the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion were allowed to co-operate 
with the committee to ascertain 
the quantity o° rice stored in are 
ious rice shops.. It was decided 
that the work of investigation 
should be consladed within three 
dass but ap to the present the 

price of rice is still as dear as b> 
fore and the people are paric- 
stricken. This is due to thefault 
of the Chamber of Commerce in 
‘saving failed to announce tothe 
sublic the quantity of rice in stock 

n tbis locality. Therefore, the 

Amalgamated Asgoctation urges 
the Chamber of Commerce to 
publish a detailed report regard- 
ing the quantity of rice in stock, 
otherwise outsidera may allege 
that the Chamber of Commerce 
is helping the dishonest rice 
dealers.” " 

CUTTING OFF THEIK OWN NOSES

Notwithstanding that 
the altegod murderer was already 
ander arrest and being tried at 
the British Court, the street 
unions demanded his execution, 
that ho be handed ‘over to the 
Shanghai Military Goveruor, tha: 
he be sent to the Mixed Court 
for .trial, etc, and also al- 
leged that the Sikh Constable 
on duty in the vicinity had 
assanited those who were trying 
to secure the arrest of the ac 
cused. In contrast to this, when 
2 Sikh trooper and a Chinese 
constable were shot whilst in the 
execution of their duty, by a 
Chinese on Thibet Road, on June 
19, there was not a word or a 
sign from the street unions that 
they were anxious ta see the 
murderer brought to justice.

This was 
due partly to the cheapness in the 
foreign yarn markets and the 
replenishing of stocks exhausted 
in the interior during the troubles 
of the early. part of the year, bat 
mainly to the favourable tariff of 
Lappa. Among other articles 
that advanced were iron bars and 
plate cuttings, also old iron and 
copper, both largely imported 
from Hopgkong and used in the 
building of native craft and for 
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melting down. Cement from the) 


Green “Island Cament Company, 
mucb of which has been taken 
for the construction of houses, 
roads, etc., in Canton and the 
interior generally. increased 
from 7,308 to 17,577  piculs, 
and the inerease of 45,000 
Ppiculs in the supplies of granite, 
provided in about equal amonnts 
by Hongkong and Macao, is due 
tothe same cause. Japan coal 
was imported to the increased 
amount of some 15,000 tons on 
the previous year by the many 
new factories and by the Sunning 
Railway, the price having fallen 
since the end of the European 
War. European flour, obtainabl= 
again and preferred, slthough 
dearer than the native, has been 
in great demand. The iccresse 
in Japan matches of nearly 67,0 0 
grosa over’tLe &sures for 1919 i« 
said tobea result of the boycott.

HAMMERING AWAY. 


We make no excuse for reverting to the subject of 
wireless telegraphy on board vessels engaged in the 
passenger-carrying trade. No-vne can have read the story 
which we were able to publish yesterday of the experience of 
thes.s. Telemathus on her way up fromsaiyon without realis- 
ing the utterly helpless position in whicn the gallant little 
ship and her officers and crew found themselves. For forty 
hours this well-known coasting vessel, with over 550 souls 
on board, lay helpless at the mercy of the winds and waves, 
out of touch with the rest of the world and, for all that 
anybody on shoré knew to the contrary, helplessly battling 
with the elements. To render help toaship in a typhoon 
is perhaps, a hopeless proposition, and we are not suggest- 
ing that anything could have been done in the present 
instance as.matters.turned out, but the ability of the 

” Captain to communicate his plight to others would at least 
have brought speedy help (had that been wanted). when the 

‘weather abated. Elad his ship proved a little less sea- 
worthy we might have been furced to chronicle another of 
those “mysterious disappearances” which so, umbappily 
mark the news of a maritime port. 


Until the ships registered or frequenting ‘this port are 


compelled by law to be fitted with wireless. apparatus 
public opinivu should be expressed. hammer and tong. in 
favour of it. Ifit bas been found humane and necessary 
at Home, in Australia and in America, theu it is all the 
more so on the China Coast where. the. weather is 
‘of the’ most varied type. where many of the ships 
are due for superannuation and where large numbers 
of deck passengers are invariably carried. There 
were over 5U0 deck passengers on the Telemachus. 
What objections.can be offered by the owners. and what 
reason exists for the longer delay of the measure we fail to 
.see. Surely, our China Coast Officers’ Guild and Marine 
- ” « Engineers’ Guild of China ought to have some say on this 
matter for the protection of their own members. What if 
the provision of wireless does add-a little more to the run- 
ning costs of aship? Are not the advantages and addi- 
tional safeguards to life worth the extra money? Havent 
the travelling publie—even though they be deck passengers 
—a right to every possible protection? The need for 
arguing the case has passed; the need for wireless provis- 
ion has become too obvious te need any argument. — 

When it was semi-officially given out some time ago 
that the Hongkong Government was contemplating the in- 
troduction of a Bill to make the carrying of wireless com- 
pulsory we hoped for a little quicker action than has taken 

lace.” We realise that to get delivery in Hongkong of the 
rge number of sets which would be required would take a 
little time, but until the Government makes a’ public move 
in the matter it is hard-to see just how we’ shall progress 
towards this most desired end.

How a fortune teller enriched 
himself to the extent of §2,000 at 
the expense of a victim whom he 
duped into stealing this sum 
from his employer, the 
master of a shop at 
Queen’s Road Central, made 
interesting evidence at the Police 
Court this morning when the 
“fool” as be was called by the

It appears that the fortune 
teller Lad an easy victim. He 
procured a large bowl, filled it to 
the brim with rice,and efter bury- 
ing some charms, delved bis hand 
into the rice and bronght out, to 
the perfect astonishment of the 
simpleton, two silver dollars, 
That trick (known as “planting 
the silver tree ") which apparently 
brought out two dollars’ from 
nowhere, excited the foki'’s greed. 
He asked how he could come to 
the fortune predicted for him by 
the fortuna teller. He was told to 
bring a sum of $2,000 and by the 
mysterious procesa that brought 
the two:dollars from nowhore 
he would see his sum doubled, 
and multiplied until it had reach- 
ed.the. nice little sum-of.Taels 
108,000. -This #0 convinced the 
simpleton, that under the in- 
structions of the fortune teller he 
returned fo his master's shop 
and, at the first opportunity, open- 
ed the safe.and extracted $2,150 
from it. This money he took to the 
boarding house where the fortune 
taller stayed.
